"The basic .theory of the atom 
Is known to physicists all over 
the world” he said, "and if its 
control is not talked over at a 
conference table, there will be 
nothing left to argue about in the 
near future. The powers will de¬ 
stroy one another.”

SIERRA MADRE-WATER FOR TOMORROW

In a recent article the writer outlined the need for terri¬ 
torial growth of the city, particularly for the annexation of 
the upper 500 acres of the old Hastings Ranch lying to the 
west of the city and north of Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Critics of this proposal have expressed doubt that Sierra 
Madre water resources were adequate to properly serve this 
additional area. 

The writer is not an engineer, and th : s article : s not to be 
considered an enqineecng report, but is presented as a result 
of many years study of our water problems and association 
with those instrumental in wording out our waler problems. 
Sierra Madre water supply comes from two sources: 

First: Two tunnels located in the mouth of the Little 
Santa Anita Canyon, which during the past six years pro¬ 
duced a yearly average of 848 acre feet, slightly less than 
three-fifths of our total supply. 

Second: Two wells located in the southeast corner of 
S erra Madre. which, during the past six years produced an 
average of approximately 676 acre feet, or slightly more 
than two-fifths of our requirements. 

-I erra Madre s allocated portion of underground water *n 
the Santa Anita Basin is 1264 acre feet per year or one-third 
of the total estimated safe yield, Arcadia being allocated 
two-thirds or 2527 acre feet annually. During the year 1944- 
1945 Sierra A/adre pumped 722 acre feet, "leaving a credit 
of 541 acre feet against future use, whereas Arcadia pumped 
2906 acre feet or an overdraft of 379 acre feet, to be set up 
as a debit against future pumping. In addition Sierra Madre 
during the past year, sold Arcadia approximately 200 acre 
feet of surplus winter gravity water, this being surplus flow 
from our tunnels. This water was furnished at a very consid¬ 
erable saving under Arcadia’s pumping cost. 

A little-known asset of Sierra Madre's Water Department 
is the 600-foot well completed in 1942. This well was drilled 
to serve as a standby in case of failure of the casing in our 
oldest well and to serve as a ready supply in case the Hast¬ 
ings property to the west should desire annexation to Sierra 
Madre. That opportunity knocks at Sierra Madre's door to¬ 
day. But this major water a'set stands unu'ed, desp to it 
having given promise in initial tests of being the city's most 
productive and economic producer. 

In recapitulating the foregoing it will be readily seen that, 
based on production and consumption figures for the past six 
years, we used an average of 1524 acre feet per year (1331.4 
acre feet in 1940 climbed to 1751.69 acre feet in 1945, in- 
eluding surface sales to Arcadia) against permissible well pro¬ 
duction of 1264 acre feet plus 848 acre feet average tunnel 
production, or a total of 2112 acre feet, reflecting a current 
surplus of 588 acre feet per year. This current surplus does 
not, of course, represent net "monev in the bank since an 
engineering study must be made as to potential increase in 
use within Sierra Madre's present boundaries, possible loss 
from sewage disposal, and effect from a series of dry years. 
(Rainfall for the past six years is slightly over average.) 

While the foregoing indicates an immediate supply suffi¬ 
cient to serve the new territory, additional water must be 
obtained to insure a reserve for full development and years 
of light rainfall. Conservation and further development of our 
mountain resources provide a third major supply! 

Due to the foresight and initiative of former City Business 
Manager Al S. Myers, there were constructed on the City's 
Water Department land, during the years 1932-1934 a series 
of water settling basins and percolation beds. The storm flow 
from the city's streets in the upper part of Sierra Madre 
north of Grand View and east of Baldwin, plus the surface 
run-off from the Little Santa Anita was turned into these 
basins, spread and settled, with the result that water levels in 
Sierra Madre and Arcadia wells rose to levels not reached 
for many years previous, while the water level in other adia- 
cent areas continued to drop. Largely as a result of the 
pioneering done by Sierra Madre in this type of conservaFon 
the Los Angeles County Flood Control District and other com¬ 
munities are carrying on similar work. 

The writer advocates the utmost potential of this type of 
conservation be developed. At the present time the Los 
Anoeles County Flood Control District is conducting test in 
the Big Santa Anita wash preparatory to installinq settlinq 
basins which it is anticipated will further increase underground 
supply.

the perpendicular spans the hori¬

In a small 
boat with an outboard motor my 
boatman and I “putt-putted” 
down the Shannon from Athlone. 
It was a beautiful sunny day 
with puffs of light breeze now 
and then ripping the otherwise 
smooth silver of the broad shin¬ 
ing waters. My boatman proved 
to be a pleasant guide, informa¬ 
tive but with a sense of the value 
of silence, and not given to or¬ 
atory or over-statement. This 
was the section of Ireland which 
produced that brilliant operatic 
tenor and gifted singer of sen¬ 
timental Irish songs. John Mc¬ 
Cormack, and soon my boatman 
was pointing out on "the Shan¬ 
non’s right bank, “that little gray 
home In the west” at or near 
the tenor’s birthplace, as well as 
the “tumbledown shack In Ath¬ 
lone,” whose celebration as sung 
by their favorite bard never failed 
to "bring down the house" where- 
ever in America Erin’s sons and 
daughters gathered to listen, 
weep, and cheer with nostalgia as 
only that sentimental and warm¬ 
hearted people can. 

Animal and bird life a-plenty 
also absorbed our attention ip the 
river and along its banks on 
both sides—mudcoots, ducks, 
geese, and swans made the 
stream and its margin lively, 
plover flew along the fields 
where cattle and sheep grazed. 
Small farms and straw-thatched 


clesiastical culture when St. Kier- 
an in A.D. 541 began the building 
of this clerical community with its 
impressive structures whose full 
designation became the "Seven 
Churches of Clonmacnoise.”

Conor, and Kellv (!)—but these 
ruins are solid fragments of con¬ 
siderable size, still conglomerate 
of grav native limestone slabs 
and mortar wedded centuries ago 
by devout workmen with the 
Faith in their eyes. Besides 
many moss-incrusted tomb stones 
and three Celtic crosses—conspic¬ 
uous by the great circle which in¬ 
closes the part of the cross where

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 

When President Truman sent his combined State of the 
Union" and budget message to Congress it was distinctive in two 
respects: It was the first time that the two messages were pre¬ 
sented to Congress as one and it was exceedingly long. 

But aside from these distinctions it contained little that would 
cause it to be remembered a few years from now or, for that 
matter, a few months from now. Most of what Mr. Truman 
said he had said before. And most of what he had said before, 
especially in regard to new legislation, had met with little response 
in Congress. 

His call for higher production, higher wages and lower prices 
had a hollow ring to it as it reverberated through the Nation's 
empty shops and factories where workers have gone on strike for 
those higher wages and where production has ceased. Through 
this action we shall certainly not get more production, nor lower 
prices^ and in the final analysis, the time lost in strikes will cut 
down, rather than increase, the real wages of workers for a long 
time to come. 

To the credit of the President it must be said that he is ap¬ 
parently making every effort to bring the country back to a bal¬ 
anced budget. Whether this is prompted by political considera¬ 
tions—this being an election year—or is born of the realization 
that the United States simply can't go on spending more than it 
takes in indefinitely, is not so important at the moment. More 
important is the real possibility of soon bringing to an end the 
"dance of the deficit" which has been an outstanding feature on 
the Washington political stage for the past decade and a half. 

If Mr. Truman eventually succeeds in this, both the "State of 
the Union" and the budget will be areatly improved.

RUSSIAN A-BOMB 

It may be that Russia has stolen a march on us and has de¬ 
veloped a new atomic bomb that makes ours "obsolete" as Dr. 
Armattoe, the British scientist, reported, but his story about the 
Soviet A-bomb has generally met with skepticism here in America. 
One American expert on atomic energy said bluntly that Dr. Ar- 
matfoe's statement sounded like "a lot of foolishness." The Rus¬ 
sian bomb is supposed to be the size of a tennis ball and is said 
to be so powerful that it has a "pulverizing range" of 53 miles. 
Scientists pointed out that there just isn't that much energy in an 
atom bomb that size. If Dr. Armatoe's report were correct the 
bomb dropped on Hiroshima would be a firecracker by compari¬ 
son. American experts believe that it would take Russia or any 
other country several years to turn out an atomic bomb even if 
they had all of our knowledge on the subject right now. And we 
hope that several years hence, international control will have pre¬ 
cluded international competition in the production of atomic 
weapons.

General Eisenhower’s ban on G.l. protest meetings may not 
please the boys overseas but at least it came after they had 
succeeded in winning plenty of publicity for their grievances. The 
chief-of-staff's announcement of a further cut in discharge points 
appears to have been the result of the "we-want-to-come-home" 
campaign. Draftees with 45 points or 30 months’ service will be 
back in civvies or on their way home by the end of April. Those 
with 40 points and two years' service will be released by June 30. 
To provide replacements for men overseas Senator Johnson of 
Colorado suggested the drafting of single men up to 45 years of 
age and a lowering of present physical standards. For occupation 
duty, he said, the Army needs "mature minds worse than healthy 
18-year-olds." The present selective service act expires on May 
15 of this year and there is a strong sentiment in Washington 
not to renew it. Seems that America is having more grief dis¬ 
banding her Army than she had in raising it.
